TEACHERS MUST COMBAT FOREIGN MANIFESTATIONS IN YOUTH

(Editorial: “Let Us Not Interrupt, for Any Reason, the Struggle Against 
Foreign Manifestations") 


[Excerpts] Continually, the party has directed that the struggle against 
foreign manifestations and liberal attitudes toward these manifestations 
be kept alive. In this area our schools have achieved good results. 
However, we should not forget and close our eyes to negative elements 
which appear here and there among the youth. It is true that they are 
few and do not have the socio-political base for growing and developing 
but, in no case should they be ignored or forgotten. They should receive 
our attention so that we can nip them in the bud because, as the party 
teaches, they can become very dangerous for the future of the revolution 
and of socialism in our country. In their work with the pupils and 
students, the schools and the teachers must take into account the sources 
of the foreign manifestations. 


The pressure of hostile ideology is the main source of the appearance and 
development of foreign manifestations. Foreign and domestic enemies 

use this pressure by various ways, methods and forms, coordinating their 
work among themselves. The bourgeois-revisionist means of mass communi- 
cation, especially radio and television, try to spread among our youth 
decadent styles, corrupt music and degenerate western customs, parasitism 
and crime, and other incurable diseases of the rotten bourgeois and 
revisionist society. The liberal attitudes of some schools and teachers 
and of the students themselves cause great damage in this area; often 
they see such manifestations among some students but they close their 
eyes and ears to them. Liberalism, pedagogical bureaucracy, globalism 
and formalism, which are the result of bourgeois-revisionist pressure, 
have dangerous results for the education of the school youth. They 
should be nipped in the bud where ever they appear. 


Remnants of the past in the awareness of our people and the placing of 
personal interests above the general interest of society are other sources 
of foreign manifestations. There are cases where certain students cause 











damage to pu lic property or take things which do not belong to them; 
they behave improperly in the family, in school and in society; they 

are absent from classes; they smoke, etc. There are some teachers and 
parents who think that these things are minor matters and that the child 
will atraighten out with time, when he grows up, etc. These attitudes 
are erroneous and dangerous. The educational work of the schools and or 
each teacher should aim at a sound education of all pupils and students 
and at a head-on attack against every foreign manifestation and influence 
in the bud, regardless of its source. 


Educational work .n the schools which is not carried out as it should be 

is also a cause .. the appearance and development of foreign manifesta- 
tions. Often, this work is not on target, it suffers from globalism and 
formaliem, it is done to satisfy a requirement. The educational activities 
are turned into dry moralizing and are often a dry repetition of things 
which were said in other meetings. 


Our socialist state has laws and decisions which regulate the entire 

life of our society. The work of the school is also based on these laws. 
Their knowledge and exact implementation is an important factor in the 
civic education of our people, thus, of our pupils and students. But 
there are cases where the quality of the organization and control of the 
implementation of laws, decisions, and regulations is not up to the 
required level. It is the duty of the school to do more work in this 
area, to make sure that the pupils know the laws, regulations and decisions 
and to make them aware of the importance of their exact implementation. 
This requires, ‘first of all, that these laws be known by the teachers 
themselves. 


in their educational work, ovr schools should put greater emphasis on 

the moral-civic education of the pupils, giving them a socialist attitude 

toward work and social property, so that they will place the interests 

of the party, the state and society above everything. The schools should 

make them fully aware of the necessity of the protection and strengthening 
of socialist property, which is the basis of our socialist social system.

AIR FORCE CHIEF CITES MILITARY PILOT REQUIREMENTS

|Text| On 7 August 1980 we celebrate the 28th anniver= 
sary of the founding of the Society for Sport and Teche 
nology, the most important task of which is the preparea- 
tion of young citizens of the GOR for their honorable 
service in the National People's Army [NVA], In the 
area of aviation training 14—year-olds learn to fly 
gliders and 16—year<old career officer applicants study 
powered flight. They will be the ones who assume the 
task of increasing the defensive strength of our republic 
in the 1980's. In this article Colonel General Wolfgang 
Reinhold, deputy minister for national defense and chief 
of the LSK/LV [air force and air defense command), 
describes what it means to be a military flier of the 
NVA in our time, 


The National People's Army pilot in the 1980's — how will he be and what 
must he be capable of? This question is often asked by young people who 
went to follow the demanding career of a military flier. 


The basic features of future requirements are already visible today on the 
threshold of the 1980's. It is a very important thing to adjust and to 
prepare for them on a timely basis. Here it is not just a question of 
aerodynamics, control technology or tactics as a prerequisite but rather 

a firm political attitude, the highlighting of socialist character fea- 
tures and acquiring a continuing high deoree of willingness to learn. 
Becoming an officer and militery flier of the National People's Army is 

a mission for life to which one should devote himself with mind and 

heart, with passionate devotion and political participation. 


The career of the future pilot of the National People's Army is determined 
by awareness of the increasing responsibility of socialist armed forces, 





Thies respon ibility. arises from the mission entrusted to thems to proe 
vice reldabl) military sprotection for the continued buliding of socialism 
and communiam and to protect mankind on the path of social progress from 
the sacrifices anc destruction of a missile nuclear weapon war. In case 
of imperialist acoression, the mission will be to deal the enemy a dese 
tructive blow and to fight te vietory. This is a high politicalemoral 
requirerent. It gaine today more in significance than ever under the 
more complicetyd class struggle conditions, To mewt these dangers, the 
apecific patriotic and internationalist mission of the socialist military 
aviator comprises in firm alliance with the brothers in arms, particu= 


larly with the let Army, comprehensive preparation and gaining of 
skills for defense against imperialist aggression possible at any time 
-and to be able to conduct from any posture immediate active combat for 


the uncompromising destruction of the enemy in the air. Sut this is the 
herdest test that can be levied on an individual and a collective. To 
Oreoare onsel? for it is and remains a politically aligned and motivated 
activity for the »orotection of the socialist state from an aggession, if 
necessary, at the cost of risking one's life, This requires the highest 
degree of firmness anc eneroy, of bravery, Sut foremost an unshekeaeble 
will to fight and win. Many will ask if it is actually possible to do 
Justice to such high politicalemoral and character demancs. ‘es, it is 
possible, We find such qualities among many meritorious military fliers 
of tne COR, Their hich degree of knowledge and skills, their combat 
qualities, their party character, objectivity and human maturity, together 
with high military and flying ability, are definitive for the reputation 
and authority and the trust given to them by members of their military 
collectives. They do not regard themselves as merely "pilots" but far 
more as communists in uniform, as political educators and militery train=e 
ers. They are with heart and soul military fliers, hardened fighters and 
commanders. They make the highest demands on themselves and impart their 
experience to the young pilots. They have successfully mastered many 
complicated situations in the air by their decisive, clever, rapid and 
considered sction, by courage and composure. Their patterns of thought 
and unselfish action are decisively determined by the fraternal combat 
alliance with the brothers in arms, particularly of the Soviet Army. 
Like many militery fliers of the GOR, I have also been fortunate enough 
to become acquainted with many members of the Soviet Army including 
pilots and cosmonauts. They are distinguished by passionate devotion to 
communist ideals, flaming patriotism and internationalist dealing which 
makes tham capable of extraordinary achievements. Thus the heroic desd 
of the Soviet military flier Captain Viktor Kubrakov remains immortal to 
me and many others. His aircraft experienced an extreme emergency in 
Plight because of a technical defect. He felt forced to eject the 
comrades of his crew. ‘4t the same moment he also realized that the aire 
craft would crash in a housing area. For this reason he remained with 
the aircraft and was able to avert the catastrophe by steering it over 
the houses, The commander, Captain Kubrakov, was killed in so doing but 
his crew members and the inhabitants of the village remained alive, what 
kinc of man is capable of doing this and not something else. It is known 











that he came from a worker's family, that he learned the trade of a repair 
mechanic and reached the aviation officer higher school via a OOSAAF 
Voluntary Society for Cooperation with the Armed Forces | flying club. 

The evaluations of his superiors are factual, even sober: "He likes to 
fly, ia calm in flight, displays initiative. In complicated situations 

he acte with deliberation, always makes correct decisions..." 


is friends report that ne wae reliable, always reacted factually and in 
a controlled manner to criticism, He was distinguished by the ability to 
listen to a comrace anc he valued the frank opinion of others. All who 
knew him were impressed by his extreme regard for others, sensed his 
feeling of concern for his fellow man. This communist pattern of thought 
and behavior sorang from his love and attachment to the socialist homee 
land, from his high sense of responsibility for the protection of the 
neaceful life of the people, 


The activity of the military avietor of the 1980's will be determined by 
another profound conformity, by new, deepreaching changes in military 
affairs. He will actively participate in the significant technical devele 
opment of military aviation, They are cheracterized by universal use of 
electronics and automation of not just weapon but also command and recon=- 
naissance systems. in terms of combat aircraft, this refers to the third 
generation. Fighters of this degree of technical development reach speeds 
of up to Mach 3. The altitude ranoe is from a few dozen meters to 30 
kilometers. They are distinguished by qualitatively improved and variable 
aerodynamic properties, high construction strength of the airframe and 
high engine thrust comparable with and surpassing takeoff weight. Rela=- 
tively low fuel consumption makes possible longer flights at high speeds 
and longer renoes. Automation of navigation and sighting systems quaran=- 
tees operation even under complicated meteorological conditions, Very 
varied and highly effective armament make possible all sorts of operations 
by the aircraft and also by the combat helicopters of this generation, 

The voluminous electronic equipment and high degree of automation from 
onboard computers have not diminished the role and responsibility of the 
pilot and crew. It has been proven again and again that only the man is 
capable of making the best decision during the rapidly changing situations 
of a flight anc of correcting a previously made decision. The man remains 
the irreplaceable element in this complicated weapon system, To the 
military flier love and enthusiasm for flying primarily mean fully master- 
ing the aircraft, mean hard training since the ability of a pilot depends 
on his Plying experience. The poetry and beauty of flying is objectively 
determined, takes a distant second place for a military flier. Continuous 
concentration and undivided attention are needed to continually control 
and monitor a laroe number of instruments, to operate many levers and 
switches, to observe the airspace anc, at the same time, accomplish the 
flight mission exactly to the second. 











At the same time, the effect of gravity causes high bodily stresses which 
require great exertion of physical forces anc willpower. Unoer these cone 
ditions controlling tens of thousands of horsepower, mastering a weapon 
system with high destructive effect — this is an enormous politicalemoral] 
demand, a demand on mental and physical performance ability which places 
above average requirements on general education, on scientific and techni-g 
cal special knowledoe. ur yourg pilots do justice to these demands. This 
is pr-ven by their achievements in compat training and by mission accome 
plishment in the aic defense duty system of the Warsaw Yact. They especi- 
ally take to heart a fundamental experience of the meritorious military 
fliers: follow ond maintain orders and regulations logically and in a 
disciplined manner in every situation, under all conditons, This uncone 
ditional mairtsining of discipline and uncompromising maintaining of 
prescribed order in all areas are the most important prerequisite for 

sigh combat power anc combat readiness es well as for high flight safety. 


Only a few aspects of the requirements on the military flier in the 1980's 
could be made clear here. ~+olitical motivation should be even more empha- 
sized everywhere where young people prepare for their responsible vital 
task. The decision to become an officer and military flier must be 

firmly based anc unshakeable. The pilot of the National People's Army is 
a resolute communist and educated Marxist-Leninist. He regards his mili-g 
tary function as a rarty obligation. He combines in himself class con= 
sciousness and factual knowledge, revolutionary passion and sober ob jec= 
tivity. He resoects the knowledge and experience of subordinates, carries 
out orders aiven without question and demands the initiative and mental 
particination of the comrades of the collective. He reaches justified 
decisions anc develops the ability to motivate his combat collective to 
accomplish the missions. 


I am certain that the future military fliers of the National People's Army 
will, just like the comrades of today, honorably accomplish the class 
mission to protect socialism and peace at the side of the brothers in 

arms as entrusted to them by the party of the working class and the people 
of the Germar emocratic Reoublic,.

ECONOMIC SITUATION IN POLAND DESCRIBED 


Regime, Dissident Articles Cited 
London DZIENNIK POLSKI in Polish 19 Jul 80 p 3

[Text] "The queues in front of the stores, and not just at 
the meat markets, are growing longer... A decline in 
national income was noted last year... The morale of the 


Poles is low, due to some not-so-trivial negative events 
in the economy and in the country's social life." 


These are not, as might be thought, excerpts from the Polish press in the 
West, or from programs broadcast to Poland. These are proofs from an art- 
icle by Mieczyslaw Rakowski in the columns of POLITYKA, coinciding with 

the Polish government's latest attempt to raise food prices to a level 
corresponding with economic realities. The tenor of the article is such 
that it could easily have appeared in THE ECONOMIST, the objective London 
weekly. Ic speaks of the right of the Poles to a better life and of the 
fact that these desires are not reflected in higher labor productivity. 

A "couldn't care less" mood prevails. Work is done in slow motion. Rakow- 
ski criticizes the official circles for not informing the people of the 
seriousness of the situation. He writes that “the people have still not 
been psychologically prepared to make the sacrifices which we must all bear.' 
And cites, as an example, Gierek's "manful" speech to the dockworkers in 
Szczecin, Gdansk and Gdynia almost 10 years ago . 





We have here a number of interesting elements. Rakowski, an established 
liberal, favorite of the Gomulka era, who not only held on but strengthened 
his position during the Gierek era, takes upon himself the role of a voice 
of reason, opening the Pandora's box from which the bankruptcies of the 
economic and social policies of the last ten years tumble forth. 


This is done very cleverly. An earlier issue of POLITYKA contained an 
article by Thomas Checinski who also spoke exceptionally candidly abvut the 
increasing problems and remedial measures. Still earlier there was an 
interview with the Minister of Foreign Trade and Maritime Economy, conducted 
in the same vein. 














At first gleace, this candidness, this departure from the veneer, from the 
myth of a "bright futuce," the premise that unempleyment, intlation and 
other such problems that plague us in the West cannot invade the socialist 
model, may appear to be positive. A step in the right direction. From 
under the veneer, the naked truth suddenly appeared. For example, that 
during 1972-1978 Poland had a negative balance of over 13 billion dollars 
in its turnovers with Western countries. That instead of the planned in- 
crease in export over import, in the final years of the past 10-year period 
the indebtedness increased. It can be said that another billion and a half 
dollars is not all that ruch, but Checinski calls attention to the fact 

that under condi’ ions of an ever-rising interest rate the matter takes on 

a tragic aspect Because during the past year the debts incurred so freely 
during the heyday of Gierek's "economic miracle" had to be paid, so the 

bulk of the toreign exchange earnings went to pay these debts and there were 
no tunds left tor the indispensable current import. And so it was necessary 
to negotiate new loans at usurious rates. 


Some may say that these matters are known. Of course they are. They are 
known to us, but assiduously ec ‘ed from the public. When we go from 
diagnosis to therapy, Checins:. opei y speaks of belt-tightening. And also 
opens the shameful blinds of : ose large "shacks" built for foreign exchange 
which up to this day have not . a cent. And so as a prescription he 
gives "that the management of the economy be so improved as to enable it to 
quickly increase its export capability." 


These statements from an economist are like an accompaniment to Rakowski's 
"heavy artillery,'' because here he says, and I quote: "Telling ourselves 
the truth about where we stand is still not everything." The communist 
leadership postulates "a comprehensive program of structural changes." 
Apart from the fact that such a postulate appears in this situation to be 
too late, let us see what changes are being proposed and who is to make 
them. And here it is worthwhile to quote Rakowski's defensive formulation, 
that a socialist economy cannot assume the rights governing a capitalist 
economy. So immediately it excludes economic liberalization, decentraliza- 
tion, the free exercise of market forces, economic incentives. What is 
worse, it does not define the nature of the future changes for the simple 
reason that a quibbler like Rakowski must realize that purely economic 
changes will not suffice, that deep regime changes are necessary, and this 
is forbidden. The fact that we are not wrong is proven by what the author 
writes about the executors of the tasks for the 1980's. The executors 

are to be "everyone," but above all, the party. And thus this played card, 
this foundered horse, this discredited leader of the working class who 
showed it what he thought of it in Poznan, on the Coast, in Radom, and else- 
where. 





I suspect that Rakowski deep in his heart knows what the gaps are in this 
"standard-bearing" article, and knows how illogical it is. But if one is 
a standard-bearer he has no choice but to hit the high notes of the "nation's 
material and spiritual values," which must be defended. The hitch is that 








Rakowaki did not say how because he couldn't, The anewer, in a word, is 
contained in the latest (May) DIP (Doswiadcegenie i Prayazlosc) [Experience 
and the Future! publication titled, “How Do We Get Out of This?” The firat 
requisite ie “confidence and credibility.” Before the helmemen of the Pol- 
ish Peoples Republic begin to strive for thie they must be made to realize 
that they do not enjoy thie confidence. And this is perhaps the real irrev- 
ocable point of departure. “Without a complete change in the operation of 
the press, radio and television, basing this operation on diversified auth- 
entic information and not on ritualiatic meaningless platitudes, there 

can be no movement from dead center.” 


Rakowski's article ostensibly fulfills this postulate, but in actuality it 
tells half-truths and so it changes nothing. And if half-truths are told, 
ther half-measures are applied. For again, returning to DIP, there can be 
no regeneration without a wide-scale program of social change, affecting 
workers, the villages, the party, the believers, and, last but not least, 
the leadership cadres. 


Many respondents to the DiP eurvey said that the success of any reforms 

was dependent on the reform of the party iteelf, on the democratization of 
intraparty relations and the feasibility of creating alternative programs. 
and on limiting the terms of office on the leadership levels of the appara- 
tus. Insofar as the “leadership role of the party” is concerned, it must 
remain a matter of faith on the part of the people. For, as DiP writes, 

“a situation in which a emall minority controle all the prerogatives leads 
to progressive discouragement of the "silent majority” and to a paralysis 
of social life.” And here lies the main fallacy, the basic weakness of 
Rekowski's appea. to the people for help. Everyone is supposed to help, 
but the party is s pposed to lead, the same party as before. After a period 
of “mistakes and distortions,” there will be a period of forgiveness. it 
is doubtful, however, whether the people are in the mood to forgive once 
more and to believe the swan song of an old apparatchik like Rakowski, even 
if he adorns himself with the plumes of liberalism, patriotism, and all the 
other “iems." For we know the ISM behind all of this.

Offictal sources suggest that high prices are caused by Weatern inflation 
and the tnerease in prices of all imports. Poland's indebtedness is enor- 
mous and an increasingly greater portion of export goes to pay not the loans 
but the interest on the loans (as in the pre-war landed-gentry economy). 
But thie ie not the only, or even the main cause. The second is the pre- 
viously mentioned decline in labor productivity. But the third is planning 
itself. We learn from the sejm debate that “investments, as shown in the 
government report, amounted to 1,187 billion glotys at the end of 1979, 
i.e., 59.5 percent of the national income.” In a normal economy, 20 percent 
investments are considered to be high, and here 60 percent of the entire 
national economy is put into investments. And not even into agriculture 

or production of consumer goods. 


Compared with this, Chrysler's planning, and that of the other large 
American automobile companies, who for years put their money into the pro- 
duction of uneconomical cars, based on the principles of Freud (not Marx) 
appears to be first rate.

REPORTAGE ON TAR.ALS OF DISSIDENTS NOTED 
Kobede|, Seceudlowski Trial in Gdansk

(Text) The review trial of Tadeuse Szczudlowski, member of the Defense 
Movement, and Dariuse Kobzsde|, member of the Young Poland Movement, was 
held in the Gdansk district court on July llth. The two had been sentenced 
by the misdemeanors council to three months in jail for making May 3rd 
speeches. The district court twice postponed the trial, in an attempt to 
clearly harass the defendants. 


The July llth trial lasted about seven hours. Approximately 100 people 

were admitted to the courtroom by pass. The attorneys for the accused, 
Wiadyslaw Sila=-Nowicki and Jacek Taylor, made an impassioned defense. The 
conduct of Judge Sulkowski was prejudicial. He did not allow the defendants 
to speak, shouted, etc. The three-months' jail sentences were upheld. 


Chojecki, Grzesiak Trial in Warsaw

{Text! Miroslaw Chojecki and Bogdan Grzesiak were the prin- 
cipal defendants in the trial of “NOWA", the Independent 
Publishing House, held on June 14th in the district court 

in Warsaw. Both were sentenced to 18 months in prison and 
fined 15,000 zlotys. While holding Grzesiak in jail, the 
UB [Security Service} attempted to blackmail and bribe him 
to turn State's witness against Chojecki. He was defended 
in court by attorney Jan Olszewski. Grzesiak's speech, 

made during the final session of the trial, is given below.

last word to tell you what inspired me to work with the Independent Publish- 
ing House: why I did what I did, which has caused me to be here now. 














l could say 4 great deal on this subject, but | will Limit myself to giving 
you just one reason, This reason is my love of independence and freedom of 
apeech., Il value independence and free speech above all else and am ready 
to sacrifice a lot for them, 


My accidental, and really quite brief acquaintance with Miroslaw Chojecki 
turned into a close friendship in a very short time, Why? Because I have 
always had, and still have, a great admiration and deep reapect for people 
like him. People, who in apite of harasement and repression, have the 
courage to speak out in public in defense of human rights: the right to 
freedom of conscience, freedom of wupeech, the right to personal dignity-- 
righte which in our country are eo often trampled upon. For what ie the 
sealing of lips of people who have the courage to think differently than 
the sysetem orders, if not a trampling of these rights? 





I wish to give you an example. Please take a Polish language textbook for 
the last grade of high achool, one printed last year, and compare it with 

a textbook printed before 1976. Even a blind person can see the difference. 
The newer textbook is about one third thinner. 


Could it be that the paper shortage has affected textbooks in the same way 
it recently affected newspapers’? Or is our contemporary literature shrink- 
ing inetead of expanding? 


No, Your Honor! It has simply been decided that certain names are not sig- 
nificant and that they got into the old textbooks by mistake. Marian Brandys, 
Kazimierz Brandys, Tadeusz Konwicki, Wiktor Woroszylski, Jerzy Andrzejewski-- 
to say nothing of Czeslaw Milosz, nominated for the Nobel prize in litera- 
ture, who has been banned here for almost 30 years--and many, many more. 

These people are not worthy of study by our young people! 


But we know well what these names mean to our contemporary literature, to 
our national culture. We also know very well why they are on the banned 
list. These people had the courage to speak out loudly on what they believe. 
I am an ordinary person, but I think and feel the same as they do. They 
are very dear to me, not only as distinguished contributors to our national 
culture, but as courageous and honorable people. 


I am a printer by profession. I tried to do what I could so that free speech, 
in its pure, unadulterated form, would reach the people. 


Regardless of how you judge my actions, Your Honor, I will always believe 
that everything that I did, I did for the good of our national culture, for 
the good of our people. I ask for a verdict in accordance with your con- 
science.

[Text Nicoae Ceausescu said, “We mst specially emphasize the educational 
and ideological effort to enhance the socialist awareness of the broad popular 
masses, as a vital factor for achieving a management meeting the current re- 
quiremente of Romanian society.® 





At the close of the 15 years since the Ninth Party Congress, Romanian society 
is going through a period of great importance to the construction of fully de- 
veloped socialiam, We are in the last part of the 1976-1980 Five-Year Plan 
and the period of intensive and thorough preparation to begin implementing the 
new five-year plan on terms of better quality, while the directives of the new 
plan have been approved by the 12th Party Congress and are being further spe~ 
cified and particular zed, 


Naturally the party's main concerns are improvement of economic activity, em- 
phasis upon scientific and efficient social management, purposeful di rection 
of the general socioeconomic processes, development of the quantitative and 
especially the qualitative performances of all social labor, and improvement 
of the leadership of the party and ite organs and organizations on all levels. 


The recent Working Conference of the RCP Central Committee and the Expanded 
Plemim of the National Workers Council as well as Nicolae Ceausescu's speech- 
es (in which the main tasks of the present period, as well as the means of ac- 
complishing them, are analyzed and defined in detail with clarity and fore- 
sight) once again attract theoretical and practical attention with even great- 
er urgency to the problem of developing the active, reforming and stimulating 
role of socialist awareness in accomplishing the economic tasks and all the 
objectives of the fully developed socialist society. 


Pursuant to the decisions of the 12th Party Congress, first priority is given 
to the shift to a new quality in all activities (material production, planning, 
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research, educ ition and culture, and management of all fields of social acti- 
vity). In the achievement of this aim, which is a strategic one and not of 

a tactical or campaign nature and which calls for intensive efforts and a 
high sense of responsibility, improved political-ideological work and intensi- 
fied and more effective educational activity have an important part to play. 


One of the Main Links 


Pecple and their levels of knowledge, awareness and social, political and mor- 
al responsibility are the main link in the chain that determines successful 
achievement of the socioeconomic, political, scientific and cultural goals by 
a high qualtative standard, Improvement of socialist awareness is the essence 
not only of political-ideological, educational and propaganda activity but al- 
so of all party and political administrative work. The terms in which Nicolae 
Seauseseu phrased this problem are clear and explicit: "Working with people 
and trying to educate them should be one of the main concerns of the party or- 
ganization and an essential feature of political-educational activity as it is 
of our activity as a whole," 


Firmly opposing any tendency to underrate political-ideological and education- 
al work as an interral part of party activity, the party administration insti- 
tuted the program back in 1971 for improved ideological work, for a higher gen- 
eral level of knowledge and socialist education of the masses, and for basing 
the relationships in Romanian society on the principles of socialist and com- 
manist ethics and justice, 


As ts 12th Party Congress concluded and as attested by the great and lasting 
ach evements in the task of building the fully developed socialist society em- 
bodying the principles and values of the socialist consciousness and ideology, 
important and significant progress has been made in implementing the party's 
educational program, which was extensively developed and ehanced at the Com 
gress on Political Education and Socialist Culture in 1976 and the Congress on 
Education and Instruction in 1980, All that has been achieved in Romania and 
all its socioeconomic, technical-scientific, political and cultural activity 
reflects the educational work, the effort to form the socialist consciousness, 
and the dedicated and patriotic spirit of the working class, the peasantry, 
the intelligentsia, all workers regardless of nationality, women and youth. 


Setting high standards for the results obtained in all activities with a bear- 
ing upon the aims of the program and the new, greater and more comprehensive 
requirements, the party also concluded that there is a certain lag in the poli- 
tical-ideological level and ideological work in general behind the high rates 
of economic development and growth of the productive forces and the material 
base. The profound purport and compelling message of this conclusion lies in 
the fact that it calls attention to a relative gap between economic develop- 
ment properly speaking (namely rapid and intensive growth of the productive 
forces throughout all Romania, supply of advanced ecuipment, the accumulation 
of material values incorporated in the great volume of fixed capital, and the 
objective surpluses all these provide for a rapid and balanced progress of the 
socialist economic resources) and the active, reforming and anticipative func- 
tion of the socialist consciousness in action, 
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But the nature of socialist society forbids any passive or fatalistic attitude 
toward the lag of the social consciousness behind social existencel On the 
contrary, the party, the socialist state and society have all the necessary 
institutions and resources to form the values of socialist humanism and assert 
them in practice on the basis of the new social existence, and to convert the 
socialist consciousness into convictions of the great mass of the population, 


The essential consideration is to make concerted and effective use of all edu- 
cational resources, to eliminate the detached or routine approach from politi- 
cal-educational work, and to intensify its effective opposition to defects and 
deficiencies and to ideas, attitudes and behavior incompatible with the system 
of political, legal, philosophical and ethical values and standards of social- 
ist society, 


The image or view of the social consciousness and its functions that we form 

is also important to effective educational work, To be sure the social consci- 
ousness can and should be discussed on both the theoretical and categorical 
[eategorial7 levels, but from the standpoint of social action we can no longer 
refer to social consciousness as an abstract idea (category) or a series 
of propositions, standards and requirements occurring in various texts or ver- 
bal statements. The social consciousness cannot be discussed apart from peo- 
ple, its living and real bearers, from their daily activity of every kind, or 
from their specific behavior. Shared ideas, values and standards, converted 
to stable criteria by practical action and judgment, and the attitudes, abili- 
ties and skills brought into play are manifestations of the real socialist con- 
sciousness, which alone contributes to social reform, 





Not only as a scientific-philosophical category but also as a living reality, 
the social consciousness is a psychological amd psychosocial fact by virtue of 
both its formation and the mechanisms developing and influencing it. Hence 
the necessity of greater and purposeful use of the scientific disciplines of 
psychology and psychosociology, which not only explain the origin and complex- 
ity of the phenomena of consciousness, the dialectical correlation between the 
social and individual consciousness, and the ways of forming and changing the 
attitudes, opinions, convictions and behavior but also indicate the practical 
forms of effective social action, 


Therefore scientific disciplines and procedures of social management (which 
actually means management of people by people, or social self-management in 
the Romanian social system) must invariably include the advances of psychology 
and psychosociology which, alongside those of sociology, pedagogy and other 
social-humanist sciences, modified by experience, are necessarily integrated 
in the science of socialist social management. It would be strange indeed if 
socialist society, which emphasizes the individual with his entire material 
and intellectual horizon and the human condition in all its component aspects, 
did not make full use of all the scientific disciplines that synthesise human 
nature and the methods of full development of all workers' personalities. 


The place and role of the psychosocial factors are based on the very fact that 
the requirements of the objective laws of social development are met by people 
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alone, by their specific actions and relations, which fully engage their con- 
sciousness, kno ‘ledge, ideas, interests, will, motivations, attitudes, opini- 
ons, st ces of mind, etc, And by virtue of their origin and functions these 
are all psychosocial phenomena of considerable importance in social evolution 
ard with an often decisive effect on the performances of collective and indi- 
vidual social action. Take development of productive forces for example. 
Without people, who are their essential, active constituent element, the pro- 
ductive forces are inert. They cannot develop by themselves, without purpose- 
ful participation puided by aims and inspired by human will and aspirations. 
AS we know in the ratio between man and machine it is not the machinery and 
equipment alone tha. determine the yield but particularly the man who operates 
them and his skill, economic spirit and sense of disciplinw. This idea is es- 
pecially important because placing several machines or devices under the con- 
trol of a single worker (work at several machines) is one of the reserves for 
,"owth of labor productivity, a fact that calls both for better professional 
qualifications and encouragement of miltiple qualification and for appropriate 
techni cal-organizatio:al measures, And as we also know, any decision or or- 
gauzational measure, however well considered or suitable it may be, remains 
ol. paper without the action of the individual with all his energy, persever- 
auce, sense of organization and responsibility, and ability to surmount the 
difficulties inherent in its practical application, Therefore in the essential 
effort to develop the productive forces and the material base and to fulfill 
all the economic tasks the main emphasis mus* be placed on people, upon their 
competent and purposeful activity guided by the profoundly humanistic goals 
and ideals of Romanian society, and upon their awareness and sense of responsi- 
bility for highly productive and economically effective work. 


We also know that various socioeconomic units provided with the same or similar 
material, economic, technical and manpower resources sometimes obtain consider- 
ably different levels of productivity and quality. Comparative analyses reveal 
that one of the main reasons for the differences lies in people, in the extent 
of their competence and awareness, in the quality of the management and organi- 
zation of labor, in the attitude toward work and public property, in the atmo- 
sphere that prevails in the respective collectives, in the presence or absence 
of the economic spirit, or in other words in a series of psychosocial factors. 
When we find that the difficulties and obstacles are not primarily objective 
and material in nature but subjective, mental anc psychosocial, that is they 
pertain to the devree of comprehension of the principles and tasks, the level 
of professional competence, the awareness and sense of responsibility, the or- 
Lentation of attitudes, opinions and motivations, the atmosphere and states 

of mind, and the outlook and prejudices, then a priority should be placed on 
political-educational work, It is by acting with skill and perseverance upon 
these recesses of the collective and individual consciousness that the lags 
amd defects are eliminated and the respective units are raised to the level 

of the leading ones, 


Petter management and use of public property within she worker self-management 
system and prompt production of the goods essential to like with economic out- 
lays and consumption of materials and energy are social goals that can be ate 
tained only by a high and far-reaching socialist awareness manifested in daily 
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behavior. We must by no means underrate the difficulties encountered in 
changing people and their ideas, attitudes, motivations, aspirations and be- 
havior, or in a word their psychology. But neither should we deceive ourselv- 
es to the effect that these difficulties can be overcome without a systematic 
effort firmly rooted in the principles and methods verified in practice by 
psychology and especially by psychosociology, not as an academic discipline 
but as one harmoniously integrated in the structure of the science of social- 
ist social management. 


The RCP policy and the language that expresses it attach due importance to the 
psychosocial, political and moral factors precisely because they accurately 
reflect the social realities in their evolution and realize that the require- 
ments of the objective laws of society are not implemented automatically, of 
themselves, but solely through the purposeful activity of people and the mas- 
ses, 





Careful analysis of the RCP documents and Nicolae Ceausescu's speeches reveals 
the exceptional importance attached to such factors of social, political and 
moral awareness as profound understanding of the party policy; the spirit of 
selfless dedication to the cause of socialismg subordination of individual and 
group interests to the general social ones; socialist patriotism; sense of re- 
sponsibility, purposeful discipline and orders spirit of criticism and self- 
criticisms advanced attitude toward work and socialist property, spirit of re- 
volutionary militance; firm persistance in promoting the new; high standards, 
modesty and integrity friendly commnity spirit as opposed to isolation from 
the masses, arrogance and self-satisfaction; diligence and the economic and 
enterprising spirit as opposed to negligence, laxity and indifference; and the 
prestige and authority of personnel among the masses, based on professional 
ability and direct participation in solution of problems, elimination and pre- 
vention of defects, and complete fulfillment of tasks assigned by the party. 


The party's leading role and the development of this role are to be under: tood 
not on the general, verbal and declaratory level but in an active, specific and 
effective way, being expressed in the militant, progressive spirit of every 
parvy organization and every communist under all circumstances. Actually we 
must proceed from the premise that the party organizations, their members, and 
the political leaders are a powerful force, not only because of their functi- 
ons and great responsibilities in all activities but also because of their 
ability to enlighten, convince, unite and mobilize the broader and more diverse 
categories of workers for the practical implementation of the party policy on 
every job, Without underrating the importance of verbal clarification and ex- 
planation of party policy, the point should be stressed that the whole propa- 
ganda effort and mass political work become effective only when they are re- 
inforced by what could be called the "pedagogy" of the personal example of 

the communists and cadres and their direct, competent and persevering partici- 
pation in the practical solution of problems and in overcoming difficulties. 
Three million comminists mean or should mean 3 million consciousnesses in ac- 
tion, 3 million political activists and educators who rely less on words than 
upon the highly effective example of deeds in influencing others. In politic- 
al-educational work the fact must by no means be underestimated that people 
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make judgments ond are guided by the behavior of the communists and the cadres 
not only in mee'ings but also at work and in civil and family affairs. As Nie 
colae Ceausescu pointed out, "We mst realize that the moral and political 
characteristics of party and state personnel are a matter of great importance 
to the authority of the party and state organs, to the efficiency of the acti- 
vity, to consolidation of ties with the masses and to proper implementation 
of the general party and state policy." 


Transformation of every one of the 3 million party members into leaders of the 
practical effort is « vast source of socialepolitical energy and of more effec- 
tive political-ideo .ogical and propaganda work among the masses, 





The Purpose, Means and Results 


Toe ROP's overall policy has a character, a purpose and a reason for being, 
namely the creation of a better material and cultural civilization of the so- 
cialist and communist type that can ever better meet the material, scientifi- 
cally determined requirements of the entire population and the intellectual- 
cultural ones in keeping with modern advances, 


The purpose and nature of the party policy must be correctly interpreted and 
understood, The first consideration is that economic development itself, the 
very parameters and performances projected in all sectors of the national eco- 
nomy (industry, agriculture, construction, transportation, trade etc.) and in 
the fields of science, education, health and services of all kinds are not ends 
in themselves but the objectively necessary means to a high material and cul- 
tural living standard for the masses, to an advanced, balanced and rich social- 
ist way of life, and a higher quality of social, family and individual exist~ 
eMmce. 


A second consideration is the exact dependence of the living standard or in- 
comes of each family upon the quantity, qualty and social importance of the 
work performed and the extent of the contribution made to the formation of the 
national income. Considerable material and moral damage is done by the propen- 
sity of some members of society to obtain incomes and goods in inverse propor- 
tion to the work performed and the attempts to monopolize, hoard and graft 
that are indicative of the persistence of criteria based on bourgeois and pet- 
ty bourgeois ideas and attitudes. Vigorous opposition to such tendencies by 
forming and maintaining an advanced trend of socialist public opinion is an 
integral part of the effort to generalize the precepts of socialist awareness 
and morality in social practice, We must also oppose and reject one-sided and 
even abusive interpretations of the principles of socialist justice to the ef- 
fect that society should concern itself with the application of these princi- 
ples in the field of remuneration alone, whereas justice must be applied and 
strictly observed primarily in regard to the contribution of every member of 
society fit te work to the development of useful material production, since 
the levels of the remuneration, the incomes and the living standard depend up- 
on that effective contribution, And production alone, the volume and quality 
of tre material and cultural values created by all members of society, provides 
the resources to adequately meet the consumer needs and to raise the living 
standard of every family. 
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The extent to which individualistic, consumerist and acquisitive attitudes 
are eliminated that are contrary to the principle of harmonious combination of 
society's general, long-term interests with immediate personal interests is a 
criterion and a relevant index to the growing influence of the values and 
standards characteristic of the socialist conscienceness, 


Nicolae Ceausescu's speeches at the Working Conference of the RCP Central Com- 
mittee in May and the Expanded Plenum of the National Workers' Council most 
specifically explained the aims of political-educational work and the priori- 
ties implicit in the criteria for judging and measuring the effectiveness of 
this work, namely comprehension and uniformly correct application of the prin- 
ciples of the new economic mechanism by implementing physical production and 
the net output with the lowest possible consumption of materials and energy 
and with high productivity and economic effectiveness; improvement of product 
quality and labor productivity through scientific organization of production 
and labor and by establishing strict discipline and order; reduction of non- 
productive personnel; scientific standardization of consumption, with collecti- 
on, recovery and reuse of the materials; production of spare parts, with re- 
conditioning and reuse of the worn ones; and scrupulous implementation of the 
export plan, which must receive priority attention, 


The political-educational effort to form and promote socialist awareness in 
actual work and everyday experience and to heighten the sense of responsibili- 
ty of personnel, communists and all workers must deal more frankly with the 
correlation between rights and obligations, bluntly combatting express or im 
plied attitudes that reverse these relationships in an alien and highly harn- 
ful way by underrating the obligations and plan and contractual discipline 
and constantly making excuses and claims against others. 


Under the present circumstances there is no question that complete exploitati- 
on of the great objective and material potentials for progress critically de- 
pends upon enhancing the socialist awareness of the masses and applying the 
higher standards of this awareness to practical experience and daily work. 
His performance, attitudes and overt behavior are the essential criteria for 
judging the political-ideological level of every commnist and every worker, 


Contiming i:provement of the political-ideological level of persc:nel, activ- 
ists and all communists never has anything to do with the ability to memorize 
and mechanically reproduce theoretical, ideological and political texts. It 
is a matter of complete assimilation of scientific and political disciplines, 
thorough comprehension of the party documents and the new emphases and ele- 
ments they contain, formation and development of the capacity for independent 
judgment and orientation, and consequent effectiveness in practical work. 


Knowledge and understanding of party policy and efficient action to implement 
it every day are the actual indicators of an adequate political-ideological 
level and the prooof of mastery of the militant, revolutionary and also scien- 
tific spirit of socialist awareness, Thorough preparation and the organiza- 
tional, political and professional ability to solve problems promptly and 
soundly, to assign forces rationally, to unite and stimulate people's energies 
and to establish and maintain a healthy, exacting atmosphere of discipline, 
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order and responsibility are some of the distinctive characteristics of an 
activist and a. administrator, 


The main criteria for evaluating the political-ideological level and socialist 
awareness are not the statistics on attendance of the various forms of politic- 
al-ideological education or conferences and other meetings but primarily the 
specific results and performances in every unit's socioeconomic activity, the 
extent of actual fulfillment of the assigned plan tasks, reduction of defects 
and negative manifestations and prevention of others, and establishment of a 
healthy climate of work and socialist competition and education on the part 

of every member of the collective, 


The conviction that in practice no task nor any technical-economic or social 
objective can be accomplished punctually and on a higher qualitative level 
\-thout the purposeful and competent participation of people and their polit- 
ical-moral indoctrination can lend due importance to and intensify political- 
educational and propaganda work designed in the spirit of the closest contact 
with the specific situations and obligations of the people it addresses. 


Experience tells us that promotion of the new is far more difficult on the le- 
vel of attitudes, habits, ideas and actions than on the legal-regulatory or 
even the organizational level, Hence the vast importance of political-ideolo- 
gical work and of explanation and comprehension of the new as an essential to 
its practical success. But political-ideological work becomes effective only 
when it is specific, related to facts and realities, and conducted not only 
with and in big collectives but also with every individual, 


Concerning the effort of society and the community on behalf of the individual, 
which is a basic principle of socialist humanism, matters should be put more 
plainly and clearly. In pointing out, in political-educational work, the many 
and specific ways in which socialist society by the very nature of its organi- 
zation and aims actually shows its concern for the individual and the just sat- 
isfaction of his needs and legitimate requirements, emphasis should be placed 
also upon the concern every individual should show for society and for the ob- 
ligations that flow from his status as a worker, a coowner of the production 
means, and a citizen. Consciousness of coownership of the production means 
and joint responsibility for their economic use and growth most be more and 
more intensively cultivated and developed down to the level of every citizen 
and every worker, which consciousness is reflected in advanced behavior toward 
public property, in prevention of losses and waste, and in formation and main- 
tenance of public opinion against those who try to impair socialist property 
and violate the laws, Responsible performance of duties and of legal and mor- 
al obligations must be understood by every individual as a prerequisite of ac- 
cess to social rights, goods and values. And the main duty is clearly work, 
meaning quality work useful to society. It is by the quality of the work per- 
formed, the products created and the services each member of society renders 
the others that he shows his concern for the individual and his solidarity 
with and sense of responsibility for all the citizens of Romania. Products 

or services of poor quality, violation of labor, plan or contractual disci- 
pline, neglect of property entrusted by society, waste etc, are indicative of 
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a low degree of cocial consciousness and responsibility, and they not only se- 
riously injure society but also betray a guilty indifference to neighbors and 
disregard for the individual. 


Everyday political-educational work with every individual must be examined in 
specific terms: If everyone is te enjoy products and services that are of 
good quality and on time, he himself and the whole collective must observe dis- 
Cipline and fulfill the tasks for the products needed by others and society 
within the planned time limits and on the required qualitative level, 


The feeling that everything is everyone's concern when it is a question of the 
interests of Romania, ite economic power, its prestige and ite independence 
and security is a criterion of socialist awareness in action as an expression 
of social solidarity. 


Mase poli tical-educational work must further cultivate the sense of responsi- 
bility of the workers' collectives, commnists and cadres for the complete and 
punctual mamifacture of export products of impeccable quality as @ concrete 
expression of professional skill and dignity and also of the workers' patriotic 
pra de. 


Placing the entire activity under institutionalized social control is an indis- 
putable necessity, and if it is done regularly and results in better work, 
elimination of defecte, and prevention of other deficiencies it is unquestion- 
ably useful, But the activity must also be placed under the regular daily con- 
trol of the consciousness and sense of responsibility of every member of soci- 
ety, every workers collective and every party organization. For example, con- 
trol of the quality of every partial cv complete product is necessary and im- 
portant, but every worker's internal control over every operation for every 
product before its delivery is even more important, Improvement of internal 
quality control in keeping with the standards of modern production is directly 
related to every worker's level of profes@ional and civic consciousness, and 
it is proof that the basic requirements of socialist awareness are embodied in 
significant acts of behavior of great socioeconomic value, 


It should be added that products ami services of irreproachable quality are the 
result of exacting standards set by individuals and collectives for themselves. 
Experience shows that in educational work the idea must always be stressed and 
explained that maintenance of high standards for organization, discipline and 
products of labor is not only no form of *persecution® (as some people at va- 
riance with the rigors of socialist labor present it) but, on the contrary, an 
essential expression of respect for the individual, of his professional and 
Civic dignity and responsibility, and of socialist awareness in action. 


Taking satisfaction and pride in the progress made in achieving the aims of 
the current “.ve-year plan, wile also taking a critical and exacting view of 
the nonfulfillments and defects that must be immediately eliminated, the RCP 
rightly concludes that we have all that is needed to resolve the general pro- 
clems of Romania's advance toward fully developed socialism and to institute 
a new quality in all areas.

WORKER PARTICLPATLON IN SELF =MANAGEMENT EXAMINED 
Bucharest VIITORUL SOCIAL in Romanian No 1, Jan-Mar 80 pp 81-87

[Text] The increased participation of the workers’ masses in management is 
directly associated with the progress that has been made from one stage to 
the next, in perfecting and strengthening or socialist democracy. As a 
constant concern of the party leadership and of its secretary general, 
Nicolae Ceausescu, participative management has undergone essential 
transformations, especially following the Ninth Congress of the RCP. During 
this time, “Firm action has been taken to strengthen democracy and worker 
self-management, and to perfect the forms and methods of collective 
management. We have assured the application of the new economic~f inancial 
mechanism, the strengthening of economic self-management,...” (1). 

Entering upon a qualitatively new stage -~ that of worker self-management -- 
participative management assures the extensive involvement of the workers’ 
masses in economic units, into the formulation and application of decisions. 


The fundamental premise of worker self-management is rooted in the essence 
of socialist production relationships, in the foundation of socialist 
ownership of means of production, and thereby in the coupling of producers 
with the means of production. Against the background of the new socialist 
relationships, the de facto participation of workers in management 
activities confers upon them the real function of enterprise owners, 
producers, and beneficiaries, mobilizing their creative resources for the 
development of these enterprises. As Nicolae Ceausescu stressed at the 
National Conference of the RCP of 7-9 December 1977, “The direct presence of 
workers and of various categories of working people in central and local 
management organs, will instill a new and powerful rejuvenating and 
revolutionary breath into socioeconomic activities, will lead to a more 
harmonious combination of the masses’ experience with that of management 
staffs, will further develop the unity between the workers’ masses and 
management organs, and will lead to stronger control and greater 
responsibility for the working class and all those who work” (2). 








improvements © self-management mechanisms presupose a higher degree of 
participation on the part of workers in enterprises at many levels: in 
management and decision making activities; in technical and scientific 
creativity; tn a more efficient fulfillment of production tasks; in 
political and seciowcultural activities; and so on. Worker self-management 
thue implies participation as a basic component of all activities. In this 
context, self-management can be defined as a superior and complex form of 
participation on the part of workers in all domains of socioeconomic life. 


In analyzing the r-lationship between participation and self-management, we 
note Chat particioation te possible in elementary forme (as a means of 
information, for inatance), without amounting to self-management, while the 
self-management process cannot be conceived without complex and varted forms 
of participation. 


Worker self-management presuposes a development of the principle of 
democratic centraiism, of management based on plans, and at the same time 
also means a certain decentralization of functions, a greater degree of 
autonomy and decision making competence for enterprises. This necessarily 
implies increased responsibility, and therefore conscious participation on 
the part of those who belong to collective management organs, a8 well as of 
the entire maas of workers. 


As a reality of our socialist undertaking, worker self-management is 
eetablished through improvements in the management organization structure: 
(a) a new component of COM (Council of Workers) (which includes a large 
number of direct production workers and other categories of workers who do 
not hold management functions); (b) growing and more specific jurisdictions 
and functions for general assemblies, as the highest management organs; 

(c) a stronger role for the various commissions which operate in 
enterprises; (d) improvements in the financial indicator system; and so on. 
The creation of an institutionalized organizational framework for worker 
self-management represents the essential condition for its development and 
formation as a new social process, and its transfer into the operational 
practice of economic organizations requires special efforts of organization 
and creativity. That is because the change from older management 
mentalities and practices to a new self-management process which will fully 
utilizes the creative abilities of the workers’ masses, does not occur 
automaticaliy, overnight. 


The perfecting and most efficient organization of worker self-management 
depends -- in addition to an instituttionalized organizational framework -- 
on a number of other factors whose importance and intensity varies from one 
enterprise to another. This explains the fact that methods and rates for 
achieving self-management (in terms of magnitude and efficiency) appear to 
be different in different enterprises. Some economic units are at an 
incipient stage of experimentation with self-management forms and methods, 
while others find themselves at the more advanced stages of generalizing the 
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positive experience gained in this area. The expansion of the self- 
management process depends in a very large measure on the characteristics of 
the work and management environment, on the quality of etaffa and work 
force, and 80 on, 


The investigation, understanding, and optimization of the multiple factors 
which influence or determine the self-management process, represent a domain 
of interest for social sciences. An analysie of the efficient operation of 
worker self-management ia not possible without concrete field research, 
because the influence of various economic, technologic, organizational, and 
socio=human factors on the expansion of self-management can be disclosed 
only through complex research of an interdisciplinary nature. As part of 
thie research, sociology ite called upon to shed more Light on socio-human 
factors. 





Research conducted in a large number of economic units has tndicated not 
only stenificant differences from one enterprise to another in terms of 
achieving worker self-management, but also the different role played by 
numerous factors in this process (3). 


In general, it has been observed that one basic feature of worker 
self-management are the different forms in which the personnel participates 
in production organization and management. in the view of those 
interviewed, this participation together with production cooperation and 
properly scheduled supply, represent the major approaches for improving the 
organization and management of enterprises. Consequently, consultation of 
the working personne] and the consideration devoted to the proposals, 
suggestions, and comments that they offer, constitute means for basing and 
optimizing the decision making process. 


A more detailed analysis of the operation of worker self-management in the 
enterprises investigated, leads to several general observations. 


The first conclusion that can be reached is that as a result of the 
socialist organization of enterprises and the establishment of various 
organisms of labor and collective management, which assure a suitable 
framework for the participation of the working personnel in production 
organization and management, a strong feeling does exist for participation 
in worker self-management. The great majority of those interviewed 

(90 percent) believe that workers take part in self-management in various 
ways: 1. Dissemination of information regarding adopted measures; 

2. Discussion of decision drafts; 3. Formulation of proposals; 4. Decision 
making; and 60 on. 


Some of the factors mentioned as encouragements to individual participation 
are high professional and political training, as well as material and moral 
incentives, while the inhibiting factors seem to be poor professional 
training and worker consciousness, lack of interest, weaknesses in direct 
management of production processes, as well as failure to consult and 
uttlive collective thinking. 
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The comparative analysals which we have conducted in enterprises and 
especially among individuals, indicates the existence of important 
differences in the concrete manifestation of worker self-management. For 
inatance, whereas the great majority of those interviewed consider 
themselves involved in the act of self-management, a sufficiently large 
portion (approximately one-third) consider that they do not personnaly 
participate in thie self-management. This is in fact not because part of 
the working personnel ia unaware of the problem being investigated, a 
finding supported by opinions that self-management is primarily the domain 
of operating mananement personnel and of members of collective management 
organs, rather than of workers in enterprises. It is thus possible to 
establish a seale of participation in self-management, starting with 
unawareness, going through a gone defined by a feeling of non=participation, 
followed by a zone of conscious participation: from routine participation 
(application of decisions, participation in general assemblies), to 
innovative participation which implies formulation of proposals, and 
adoption and control of decision tmplementation. The values assumed by each 
component of this proposed scale, vary depending on enterprises and 
departments, on the category of the working personnel, and on the 
professional and demographic characteristics of the work force. 


The workers’ interest in the proper conduct of activities in enterprises can 
also be determined in terms of proposals formulated and solutions of fered 
for the production process. We have observed that about one-half of those 
interviewed have advanced such proposals. But these proposals have not 
always been granted due attention by management staffs, and many of them 
have not been implemented. 


These findings agree with other data regarding self-management in 
enterprises. For instance, although an institutionalized framework for 
worker self-management does exist, which in one way or another involves all 
the working personnel, effective and conscientious participation does not 
include the entire mass of workers. An actual knowledge of collective 
management organs is lacking in some enterprises (about 20 percent of those 
interviewed failed to indicate even one of the collective management organs 
in their enterprise). Although COM is the best known collective management 
organ due to the contact established by representatives elected by the 
workers’ masses, 30 percent of those interviewed did not know even one of 
their COM representatives . As a whole, a favorable opinion does prevail 
about the activity of workers' representatives in COM's and about the manner 
in which COM's provide timely information of adopted decisions. However, 
cases do arise in which the activity of representatives and of the COM 
itself is considered less than satisfactory in terms of collaboration with 
the working personnel: efficient information procedures, receptiveness to 
proposals, and so on. The poor performance of some collective management 
organs (lack of systematic and effective information, supervision of the 
manner in which decisions are implemented, style and methods of operation, 
and so on) correlates with the fact that a significant number of COM workers 
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are unaware of Chelr tunctlons and responsibilities. Fatlure to assign and 
delegate specific tasks to each COM member (a rather large number of COM 
members state that they have no concrete responsibility) leads to 
perfunctory activities within collective management groups. 


A comparaison of the influence in enterprises, of collective management 
organs on one hand, and of operative management on the other, indicates a 
real similarity between them in terms of the problem under consideration. 
hut the influence of operative management continues to be slightly greater 
than that of collective management organs. 


The preliminary results of our studies indicate that an optimization of 
collective management organ activities, and the tmprovement of worker 
self-management in industrial enterprises depends on many factors, some of 
the more important of which are listed below: 


|. Level of general and professional training of the working personnel. A 
basic condition for participation competence is a wide cultural and 
scientific scope which will include technologic, economic, political, and 
other awareness. To be efficient, participation must be founded on 
knowledge and experience. It thus becomes not only and act of will, but 
also an act of knowledge. In order to competently participate in the 
solution of a problem, one must “want,” but especially, one must “know” what 
must be done. 


Our investigation shows that important contributions to the clarification 
and solution of various problems within COM's are made not only by 
operational management staffs, but also those elected workers and foremen 
who have a high professional competence and rich practical experience. They 
play an important role in analyzing and solving the technical, production, 
social, and human problems in their shops and departments. Their 
participation rapidly makes them well-known and appreciated by the workers 
who elected them. 


2. Other important factors in participation are the degree of stability of 
workers in enterprises and their attachment to their profession and work 
collectives. An economic unit with a high index of real or latent 
fluctuation cannot depend on the participation of a significant portion of 
the working personnel. Those who leave or want to leave the enterprise are 
not very interested in improving its activities, even if they are ina 
position to do so. Newcomers need a period of adaptation and integration 
into the enterprise's structures. At the start, their participation is 
reduced to handling their own work assignments. Their capability to 
participate in the solution of other problems in the enterprise grows later, 
depending closely on the seniority, experience, and qualification that they 
acquire. Here again, our investigation reveals a positive correlation 
between seniority in an enterprise and degree of worker participation in 
COM's and other collective management organs. 
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3. Adoption of leadership behavior and of greater personal responsibility 
on the part o. all workers, both for their own activities and for those of 
the work collective and the enterprise as a whole: increased real 
consciousness of owner-producer status in an enterprise leads to an 
understanding for the need to assume such an attitude. In this respect, 
participation in management is undertaken not only as a worker's right, but 
also as a highly responsible task which requires effort, competence, talent, 
and a total involvement of human capabilities. It is therefore necessary to 
change the mentality of some workers and technico-economic staff members in 
enterprises, who cee themselves as simple performers in the production 
process, and who often adopt the traditional and confortable attitude of 
non=participation, considering that they have “done their duty” if they 
correctly pertorm the production tasks entrusted to them, while the 
responsibility for everything else around them and for decisions belongs 
only to technical staffs and management organs. Modifications in the 
current attitude of workers as producers and participants in worker 
self-management, require sustained educational efforts, as well as action to 
combat conformity and lack of responsibility. It is also necessary to fight 
against passive, non-participating attitudes on the part of some categories 
of transient workers who systematically elude the various actions organized 
outside production programs. 


4. Achievement of high and responsible work discipline on the part of the 
working personnel. It is necessary for this to improve educational efforts 
at developing a socialist consciousness, and to translate socialist life and 
work principles into actual behavior. In this respect, the combination and 
diversification of the most efficient methods of material and moral 
incentives are the ways and means suggested by a large portion of those 
interviewed. 


5. Improved human relations climate in work collectives, both horizontally 
and -- especially -- vertically, from directors to workers. Collaboration, 
team spirit, and consensus about problems to be solved stimulate 
participation, just as dissention, conflicts, and separatist conditions 
undermine and inhibit initiative and creativity among the personnel. 


6. Consistent application of collective management forms and methods at all 
levels of an enterprise's organization. Perfecting the work styles of 
management staffs, to include consultation of all the working personnel in 
the decision making process, and utilizing worker initiative and the 
creative potential of the workers’ masses in fulfilling tasks. As Nicolae 
Ceausescu has pointed out: “We have and are still acting timidly in putting 
into practice the new economic-financial mechanism, and in firmly 
establishing all our management activities on economic principles, for the 
full affirmation of worker and economic self-management.” And in 
criticizing the major shortcomings and errors, he stated that “We are still 
observing strong bureaucratic manifestations at the expense of concrete 
leadership and support in enterprises, and of on-the-spot solutions to 
practical problems in socioeconomic activities” (4). 
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Our research has led to conclusions and proposals for measures which could 
improve participation and worker self-management in enterprises. 


lL. Establishing scientific foundations for the entire production process. 
Adoption by management staffs of a participatory work style which would 
fully utilize the thinking and creative experience of the working personnel, 
as well as acceptance and scientific critical analysis cf proposals and 
suggestions from workers. 


2. Perfect the activity of COM's, as organs of worker self-management, 
through such measures as: 


a) Elect the workers’ best representatives to COM's, in terms of 
those who have a high sense of responsibility, are competent, and are 
inclined toward strong participation. 


b) Assign concrete tasks to each COM member. Supervision of task 
completion by COM chairmen and vice-chairmen, and periodic progress reports 
at COM sessions, from each COM member with assigned tasks. 


c) Perfect and diversify the topics of courses organized locally (in cities 
and towns) for training COM members. Systematic participation in these 
courses for all workers’ representatives elected to COM's, so that they may 
rapidly learn the duties and obligations they must assume within COM's. 


3. For a better correlation between the activities of executive bureaus and 
those of COM's, it is recommended that chairmen of executive bureaus 
systematically report at COM sessions the activities that the bureau has 
conducted between sessions. 


4. Guest participation of COM vice-chairmen representing the workers (in 
addition to COM chairmen and secretaries of party committees) at work 
sessions of executive bureaus (5). Their presence at these sessions could 
exercise some control, through the intermediary of a workers' 
representative, over operative measures and decisions taken by executive 
bureaus. it would introduce to these work sessions the point of view of 
workers in departments and shops, and at the same time help disseminate 
downwards information regarding the activities of the bureaus. 


5. Organize local discussions (round tables, symposia) with COM members in 
order to popularize and disseminate positive experiences, and to clarify 
various problems facing these collective management organs. COM functions 
and jurisdictions could be better developed during these meetings. 
Proposals could be made for perfecting their activities and the 
organizationa!] framework of their operations. 


6. Instruct all the working personnel about collective work and management 
matters, the new economic-financial mechanism, the requirements of 
economic and worker self-management, and about the jurisdiction of 
collective manayement organs. 
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The study of participation processes in industrial enterprises, and of 
worker self-mnagement, which is at an incipient stage in Romania's 
sociologic research, will have to delve deeper into the ways and means which 
can optimize and generalize advanced experience, thus contributing to the 
perfection of socialist democracy at our current stage of building a 
multilaterally developed socialist society and advancing toward communisn.

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TREATMENT OF ROMANIA IN DUTCH HISTORY BOOK CRITICIZED 
Bucharest ERA SOCIALISTA in Romanian No 13, 5 Jul 80 pp 40-12

of European History"7 


(Text? A natural result of socialist Romania's growing international prestige 
s the fact an increasing number of special works are being devoted abroad to 
its historical realities or its contemporary social-political and economic 
ones, or the fact that these realities are no longer overlooked as before in 
various general surveys of various types and persuasions. The fact is also 
demonstrated, among other things, by the extensive references to Romanian his- 
tory and realities in the voluminous work on Europe and its populations pub- 
lished 2 years ago in The Hague by the reknowned Martinus Nijhoff Publishing 
House. The volume to which we refer is a comprehensive survey of the subject 
and also a "descriptive" encyclopedic dictionary. (1) 


The ambitious attempt to give a general picture of the history, characteristic 
traits (including psychological), way of life, concerns and aspirations of the 
various populations inhabiting the Buropean continent is a laudable undertaking 
that has unquestionably been well received by the rather limited circles of 
specialists in one field or another of the social sciences and also by the 
broader strata of interested readers, The compilation of such a work through 
the collective effort of dozens of researchers of various specialties and in 
various countries is likely to avoid individual subjectivism in the approach 
to phenomena or events, to permit corroboration of the data and judgments pre- 
sented, and consequently to lend the results of the investigation the charac- 
ter of a positive scientific acquisition, Designed from positions of respect 
for the truth and only the truth, the works devoted to study of the life of 
the peoples, nations and states of Europe or other regions of the world are 
intended to contribute to people's better knowledge of each other, to their 
fraternization, and to the establishment of ties of natural collaboration 
among them, 


In the introduction to the work the coordinators indicate "the origin, charac- 
teristics and moral contexts" of the investigation, to the effect that this 
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dictLonary was olanned, as an idea at least but by no means in its present 
form, decades ¢ zo when “psychology of peoples” arose as an independent disci- 
pline (more and more often called ethnopsychology today). We mst point out 
from the very start that it is impossible for us to pronounce knowledgeably 
upon the professional qualifications of the 180 collaborators (researchers, 
high school teachers, and university assistants) specializing in such a deli- 
cate subject as the psychology of peoples can be, a field we have not explored 
enough to answer exactly for the value of each separate contribution and of 
the work as a whole. Therefore we shall confine ourselves to evaluating the 
collaborators' qual‘ fications according to the reliability of the articles 
about Romanians aod the territory inhabited by then. 


Before foing invlo considerations of the problems that particularly interest 
us, we must briefly discuss the introductory parts of the work. We do this 

in order to determine, for example, what the compilers of the dictionary mean 
by the term "Populations of Europe." Using arguments and demonstrations typ- 
ical of a wide treni in vogue in the historiography and philosophy of history 
of the French school in the last few decades, the Miroglios establish three 
criteria for determining a "population: first the national, state and conse- 
quently political framework within which all inhabitants become a "national 
population, then the regional framework, purely geographic but profoundly 
marked by a historical tradition determining certain "ethnopsychic" traits of 
the inhabitants of these regions, transforming them into "regional populati- 
ons," and finally the urban framework is added, with "an incontestably origin- 
al physiognomy" that marks its inhabitants and lends them a collective urban 
psychology. But authors also collaborated on this volume who were not subjec- 
ted to this “bed of Procrustes" (we mean the three foregoing criteria) but 
identified the "populations" with the national population. This is true for 
example of the articles on the Poles, Norwegians and Turks, Poland and Norway 
having nearly 100 percent Polish and Norwegian populations respectively and 
being almost entirely devoid of national minorities, which term, by the way, 
seems to be unknown to the compilers of the dictiomry,. 


As soon as he reads the introduction (pp 7-19) the reader is according justi- 
fied in having some doubts and reservations about the criteria the Miroglios 
use, Among other things they assure us that alongside some larger demograph- 
ic groups, the inhabitants of the European capitals have a particular ethno- 
psycnology like those of some large portsi Their conception contains quite a 
few contradictions and inadequately substantiated theories likely to arouse 
serious misgivings about the methodology of preparing the work and so also 
about its scientific value, 


With these warnings let us see what specifically the dictionary offers in its 
parts referring directly to Romanians, 


The five "ethnopsychological" articles on the Romanians follow the criteria 
set in the brief introduction, They are accordingly entitled "Romanians” 

(pp 598-606), "Wallachians” (that is Wallachians and Oltenians, pp 765-767), 
Moldevians (pp 483-485), "Transylvanians" (pp 739-741) and ‘Bucharestans” (pp 
186-188) and are consequently one "national" article, compact and quite exten- 
Sive, three "regional" articles, and one “urban” one, all edited by Titus 
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Barbulescu, an assistant at the National Institute of Oriental Languages and 
Civilizations in the capital of France, 


The author of these articles presents the geographic positions of Romania, the 
three historical regions and Bucharest together with anthropological, liguist- 
ic, historical, demographic and economic data. In general the presentation is 
correct, scientifically verified, and in keeping with the historical and con- 
temporary realities of Romania, It can also be said the author's attitude to- 
ward these realities (indicating that he has been away from them for a long 
time and knows them not from observation but from somewhat outmoded readings 
and a certain oral tradition) is objective, with visible efforts to correlate 
the essential data characteristic of Romania, In fact this makes the reader 
forget the particular nature of the dictionary as he reads the articles, since 
the author is primarily editing texts of a general encyclopedia and the pallid 
"ethnopsychoanalytic" parts are quite secondary to those presenting the general 
Romanian realities, which are not included in any context analyzing the collec- 
tive psyche of the Romanians in general or of those in Moldavia, Wallachia, 
Transylvania and Bucharest in particular, 


Titus Barbulescu worthily presents Romanian history from the Romanization of 
Dacia to our times, bringing out the Roman origin, continuity and unity of the 
‘Romanians, the most billiant phases fraught with profound significance for the 
Romanians' entire history in the medieval, modern and contemporary periods, and 
their centuries-long efforts in the struggle for independence, social justice 
and national-political autonomy, The same objectivity also characterizes the 
author's data on Romania's riches and beauties, the Romanians' folklore, lan- 
guage and mental portrait, and the economy and trade of historical and contem- 
porary Romania, The author also treats the realities of contemporary Romania, 
which he pursues up to 1970-1973, Without departing from good faith, he lists 
(although incompletely) the main events and phases characterizing this period 
and quotes some figures from which the reader can gather, in general, the revo- 
lutionary changes and innovations in the structure and attitude of socialist 
Romania's population. 


The generally favorable opinion of the articles edited by Titus Barbulescu can- 
not deter us from noting with regret some errors we should correct (a few of 
them at least). For example the author's views about the terms "Romanian" and 
"Romania" call for some corrections. AS we know, from its first appearance 
deep in the Middle Ages the vord "Romanian" expressed the consciousness of the 
Roman origin that the Romanians themselves entertained, The term, together 
with its primary and essential meaning, was borrowed from them by the other 
peoples, Unfortunately Titus Barbulescu does not know these ethnopsychologic- 
al implications of the medieval term and gives it only the social sense of an 
enslaved peasant. Thus the very technical term is mentioned that appeared 
last and vanished first from the list of meanings of the respective national 
term. And the author reduces the meaning of the term "Romania®™ to annihila- 
tion, confusing its state officialization (which actually occurred in the sec- 
om half of the last century) with its first appearance, which is placed exact- 
ly one century earlier, this term having a much longer history and an evolution 
fraught with profound and lasting implications for a collective outlook of an 
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entire people, ‘hether they live in Wallachia, Moldavia or Transylvania. We 
are also surprived that this "specialist in ethnopsychology” of Romania (as 
all the authors of the dictionary are recommended in the introduction) does 
not know the official name of Romania, since he refers to Romania since 1965 
throurhout as the "Romanian Socialist Republic" ("Republique socialiste rou- 
maine," sometimes with the initials in upper case), 


We shall discuss only one more of the author's regrettable oversights, which 
proves not only that Titus Barbulescu used anthropological statistics compiled 
at the start of this century but also that he probably had not visited Romania 
for a long time. For here is what he writes: "The Romanians' average height 
is 1,66 meters... tne Romanian woman averages 1.57 meters." (p 600) 


Putting ourselves in the place of an uninformed reader merely wishing to find 
sienificant and scientifically accurate data on the "populations" of Europe, 
we wonder of what use the two articles are that are signed by Henry Bogdan 
professor of history at the Voltaire Lycee in Paris (pp 375-382 and 362=381,), 
which repeat without reservations some pseudohistorians' views on the Romani- 
ans' "migration" to the territories they always inhabited. In flagrant con- 
tradiction to the historical truth, the said author maintains that after sub- 
jugating Transylvania the Magyars received as "foreign guests" not only Ger- 
mans (the future Transylvanian Saxons) but also "Romanians and Slavs in great 
numbers, whom they granted lands." All the historical sources, many of them 
even written by Hungarian chroniclers of the time, unanimously state that when 
the Hungarian conquerors arrived they found there a well-orgari.sed indigenous 
Romanian population that fiercely resisted the foreign invaders. 


As mentioned in "Gesta Hungarorum," the chronicle of the anonymous notary of 
King Bela III, the feudal Romanian states under Gelu, Glad and Menumorut fought 
bravely against the troups of King Arpad, who wished to conquer Transylvania. 
The chronicle mentions that in asserting his decision to defend his independ- 
ence and to preserve the integrity of his voievodate, Menumorut replied with 
dignity to the Hungarian king's envoys: "Tell Arpad, duke of Hungary and your 
master, that we are indebted to him, as a friend to a friend, for all that he 
needs, since he is a foreigner and lacks much, But the land he has requested 
of our good will we shall never give him, neither out of love nor fearese And 
we /illegible7 are not disturbed by words like those sent us, that he is a de- 
scendant of the lineage of King Attila, who was called 'the scourge of God'," 


In fact, the Pungarian name of the Romanians itself at the time (blaci) and 
the later one (olah) were derived from the indigenous "roman™ and consequently 
convey the Romanians' Roman origin as well as their continuity in the Dacian 
area, 


Ynee started on this orbit, Henry Bogdan continues the vagaries with a zeal 
worthy of a better cause, reverting to the views of a school of historiography 
for which the act of Union of Transylvania with Romania, resolved at the great 
National Assembly at Alba Iulia on 1 December 1918, and the Treaty of Trianon, 
whic confirmed this act internationally, were "a great historical injustice," 
because Transylvania, he alleged, was dependent upon Hungary from its very 
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veginnings (7), even when Lt was an autonomous principality beginning in 1526, 
de note in passing Wat lermry Bogdan forgets or does not know that the rout of 
the Magyars at Mohacs in 1526 did not change the status of Transylvania, but 
only the capture of Buda in 154] and the transformation of Hungary into an Os- 
man pashalik led to the formation of the autonomous Transylvanian principality, 
this fact alone indicating how "closely® Transylvania was tied to Hungary. 


in referring to Transylvania the Parisian professor asserts, without the most 
Lementary documentary support, that in origin the population of this historic- 
al Romanian province, the cradle of the Daco-Romanian ethnic origin of the Ro- 
mnians, was “exclusively Hungarian® and that the Romanians did not infiltrate 
it until the start of the 1?th century (again as "foreign cueste") and especial- 
ly by the massive immuirrations in the 15th century (that is just when, on the 
contrary, \t was stated that an extensive displacement of Romanians was taking 
piace from Transylvania into the two historical Romanian provinces beyond the 
Carpathians). On this view, ar Bogdan determines that "The Romanians did 
not become the majority until 1915," while all the historical sources, especial- 
ly tne Saxon chroniclers (and also the Hungarian ones), and the foreign travel- 
ers up to the century of enlightenment unanimously state that the Romanians al- 
ways formed the absolute majority of Transylvania's medieval population, living 
there "ab antiquo." 





Before presenting the various "Buropean populations® in alphabetical order, the 
authors of the dictionary offer some considerations," recorded as such 
in separate articles. In one of them (®Linguistic Burope®) Aldo Dami revives 
some of the problems of the artifical controversy about the Daco-Koman contin- 
sity. On the arbitrary basis of a number of disparate aspects of thie problem, 
ne reasons as follows: "The short duration of Roman rule in Dacia, the gap of 
seven centuries in the documents on the period between Aurelian's evacuation of 
this province in 271 A.D. and the appearance of the first Romanian texts, espec- 
ally in Transylvania; the #»ence of place names of Latin origin in this re- 
gion and especially the striking identity of the four dialecte of the Romanian 
language; the existence of many Albanian words in these dialects, especially 
in the Romanian spoken in Bucovina and Bessarabia; the common features of the 
tmree languages of Salkan origin properly speaking (Romanian, Bulgarian and 
Albanian) although they belong to three different families...; and finally the 
finding that in isolation, Daco-Romanian evolved in a quite different way, 

all these considerations lead us to believe that the Romanians, so far from 
being direct descendants of the Romans or Romanized Dacians, originated in a 
central Balkan nucleus in the Nis region, whence they dispersed in the four 
said directions in various periods. On the other hand, what pleads more in 
favor of continuity is the enormous mass of Daco-Romanian." 


I have dwelt rather long on this passage because it is illustrative of the me 
thodology of preparing other articles too, It brings out the problem of the 
authors' documentation. Prof Aldo Dami begins by asserting that the said con- 
troversy, arose between scientists in certain countries in the area in questi- 
one Granting that the author adopted a neutral attitude toward the previous 
Speaxers participating in the dispute, we wonder how to explain the gap be- 
tween the reproduction in depth of the arguments against continuity am the 
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few considerations, edited in a minimiging and hypothetical style, in favor 
of it. Actually it is reduced to a mere linguistic phenomenon ("the enormouw 
masa of Daco-Romanian"), I could explain this inequity by the author's insuf- 
(client documentation. 


As we know, the said co: troversy arose in the political climate of the second 
half of the 1§th century (Tt dod not exist before because scientiste were un- 
rimously convinced of the Roman origin, continuity and unity of the Romanians 
as a nation), when the leaders of the Transylvanian School converted the facts 
of the Romanians' | storical continuity in the ancestral Geto-mcian homeland 
to political weap ss and compelling ideas in their fight for national libera- 
tion. The political adversaries replied, among other things, with a number of 
theories denyi:, continuity and the Romanians' rights to the terri on 
which they lived.(*rane Joseph Sulzer or Johann Karl Eder). A revival of the 
controversy, supported by the same specious "arguments" but in a considerably 
intensified political climate, was undertaken in the second half of the last 
century by the ancrymous secondary school professor of geography in Oraz, Ro- 
bert Roesler, 


For nearly a century illustrious archeologists, historians, philologiste and 
ethrorrapners, Romanian or foreign, brought more and more new arguments in sup- 
port of the continuity of the Roman origin and the noteworthy unity of the Ro- 
«nian on many levels, To reproduce these arguments again here and to repeat 
the demonstrations of the experts in various fields would be difficult in such 
a limited space as we have, and it could also foster suspicions about the au- 
thenticity of an almost unanimous conclusion shared by the researchers inspired 
by scientific objectivity and integrity. But the controversy persists (as this 
ictionary makes abundantly clear to us) in the political field of history, or 
rather in the forced and tendentious interpretation of some historical facts 
that can help to poison relations of friendship and collaboration anong peo- 
ples. Moreover, as it has been proved over the centuries and especially in 
our century, distortion of historical truth and falsifications of any kind re- 
ververate harmfully more or less directly upon the peoples and upon mankind as 
a whole, 


Pointing out once again the merite of the chapters on Romania, without being 
able to pronounce in all knowledge upon all the chapters and consequently upon 
the work as a whole, | should like to stress the particular contribution that 
history and other social disciplines should make to opposition to nationalist, 
shauvinist feelings, the spirit of revenge, and suspicion and hatred among 
peoples as well as the duty of the researchers in all these disciplines to mil- 
(tate for rapprochement and firendship among peoples and nations and for rela- 
tioms of iasting and mutually beneficial collaboration among them. Conscious 
of the constructive role that should be played by any study intended for the 
use of specialists or the general public, such as the work under consideration, 
[ must call attention t© its regrettable errors and confusion too, which are 
partly due to some authors' inadequate knowledge of the facts discussed. Their 
familiarization with these facts and intensive study of the technical litera- 
ture on ome problem or another could help to avoid erroneous and unsubstantiated 
ucgrents and contribute to enrichment of the scientific content of the work 
and to enhancerent of its documentary value.

[Decree of the Council of State No 198] 


\Text! Decree of the Council of State Regarding the Award of Scolarehips 
and Other Forms of Financial Aid to Studente 


The Council of State of Romania decrees: 


Article 1. Daytime school students are entitled to scholarships and other 
forms of financial aid from state and socialist units, under the conditions 
stipulated in the present decree. 


The number of scholarships awarded to students in primary, secondary, high 
school, and professional education, as well as to other students, is 
established annually by presidential decree, together with the approval of 
the education plan. 


Article 2. Scholarships are awarded to students who fall within income 
cellings established by law, and who obtain in their studies the results 
stipulated in the present decree. 


Article 3. Students in primary, secondary, and high school education are 
entitled to education scholarships. 


Students at level | of industrial, industrial chemistry, agroindustrial, and 
forestry high schools, as well as students in professional schools, are 
entitled to contract scholarships. 


Students who accept contract scholarships gust work for at least five years 
in the socialist unit with which the contract is signed, and are given the 
opportunity to continue their studies in night school. 


Article 4. Educational scholarships and contract scholarships for students 
consist of food allocations and of exemption from dormitory and cafeteria 
fees. 





Studentea in high schools and professional achoolse who are awarded contract 
acholarehipe receive supplies, and if needed, personal grooming items, in 
addition to uniforme and personal clothing for etudents in professional 
achools. 





Students in industrial high echoole and professional schools, who receive 
contract echolarehipe and who are training for trades in the fields of 
mines, petroleum, geology, metallurgy, and the heat treatment sectors 

~~ casting, forging =~ are aleo awarded a monthly etipend. 


Scolarahip etudentse in the high echool system, who are in unusual social 
situations, also receive sonthly etipendse for personal expenses. 


The amounts and order of award of education and contract echolarehips, as 
well ae other forme of financial aid, are stipulated in appendix |. 


Article 5. Students are awarded scholarships of category | or Il, totel or 
partial, ae well as Republic echolarehips. 


Total scholarships of category | or II consist of a food allocation, 
exemption from dormitory and cafeteria fees, and a monthly stipend for 
personal expenses. 


Partial scholarships of category I or Il consist of a food allocation and 
exemption from dormitory and cafeteria fees. 


Republic scholarships can be awarded to scolarship and non-scolarship 
students who obtain exceptional results in their etudies, in practical work, 
or in scientific research, and who carry out a sustained public activity. 


Engineering students in wining specialties are entitled to uniforms and 
personal clothing. 


The amounts and order of award of scholarships, Republic scholarships, and 
other forms of financial aid, are stipulated in appendix 2. 


Article 6. Scholarship students are entitled to free round trip 
transportation during vacations, along the shortest route, on passenger 
trains, second clase river or sea vessels, or buses of auto transportation 
enterprises, if the distance between the education unit and their home 
exceeds 100 ka. 


Scholarship students who have lost both their parents, those who are not 
included in childrens’ homes even though they meet the necessary conditions 
for inclusion, as well as those who come from childrens’ houses or froa 
family placement, are entitled to free vacation transportation, 
independently of the distance between education unite and their homes. 


Students who are awarded only a Republic scolarship pay their own 
transportation expenses during vacations. 
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Article 7. Student scholarships are distributed by the Ministry of 
Education and [natruction to ministries, other central organs, and executive 
committees of county and the Bucharest peoples’ councils, which organize 
education units, for allocation according to priorities in the training of 
the work force. 


Student scholarships and Republic scholarships are distributed by the 
Minietry of Education and [netruction to the higher education units which it 
organizes. 


Students in high schools and professional schools, who have been awarded 
contract scholarships, and whose enrollment has been terminated during 
their studies, or who upon graduation do not respect the obligation they 
have assumed in their contracts, a8 well as students who interrupt their 
courses without cause, must repay the value of the scholarships or financial 
aid received during their schooling. 


The method for awarding and repaying scholarships is described in 
appendix 3 *). 


Article 8. Scolarship students do not benefit from state allocations for 
children for the period during which they receive scholarships, and 
scolarhip students placed with families cannot receive the support 
Allocations stipulated by law. 


Within 10 days from the date of scolarship allocation, education units must 
notify the socialist units which employ the parents or legal guardians of 
scolarship students, so that state allocations will be discontinued for the 
period for which the scholarships or contract scholarships have been 
awarded. 


Article 9. Upon proposal from education units and from higher education 
units, ministries, other central organs, and the executive committees of 
county and the Bucharest peoples’ councils, can exceptionally award up to 
5 percent of their allocated scholarships, as student scholarships and 
partial scholarships of category II, to students with unusual circumstances 
who fall within the necessary income ceilings, but whose education results 
are not those established for award of scholarships. 


These student scholarships are awarded with the approval of the Ministry of 
Education and Instruction and of CUASCR (Council of the Union of 
Associations of Romanian Communist Students). 


Article 19. Non-scolarship and other students, as well as students who 
receive only Republic scholarships, pay living expenses if they live in 
dormitories and eat at cafeterias, in the amounts specified in appendices | 
and 2. 





Article Ll. Educational scholarahipse, contract acholarshipse, and 
Republic eacholarehipse awarded to students are not taxed and are supported 
according to the provisions of appendix 4 *), 


Article 12. The present decree becomes effective at the beginning of the 
1980/1981 sehool year. 


Om the same date, the regulatory acte and legal provisions indicated in 
appendix 5, ae well ase any other provisetons contrary to the present decree, 
ate abrogated, 


Article 13. Appendices Il-5 are an integral part of the present decree.

Appendix 1. Amounts and Order of Award for Scolarships and Other Forms of 
Financial Aid for Students 


|. The daily food allowances for students are: 


a) 13.00 lei for students in primary and secondary education; 

b) 14.00 lei for students in industrial, industrial chemistry, 
agroindustrial, and forestry high schools, and 13.00 lei for students 
in other types of high schools; 

c) 14.00 lei for students in professional high schools; 

d) 14.50 lei for the duration of practical experience, for students in 
professional schools who are training for heavy trades; 

e) 16.00 lei for the duration of underground practical work, for students 
in industrial high schoole and professional schools, who are training 
for mining specialties. 


2. The amount of money for personal expenses awarded to high school 
students who have lost both their parents, or who come from childrens’ 
homes or family placement, is 25 lei per month. 


3. The monthly sums awarded to contract scolarship students in industrial 
or professional high schools, and who are training for trades in the fields 
of mining, petroleum, geology, metallurgy, and the heat treatment sectors 
~~ casting, forging -~ are: 


a) 5O lei in grade IX and 80 lei in grade X, for high school students; 
b) 100 lei in year I and 150 lei in year II, for professional school 
students; 
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4. The monthly dormitory and cafeteria fees for scolarship students housed 
in education unite and who eat at these units’ cafeterias, are 40 lei for 
dormitory fees and 20 lei for cafeteria fees. 


5. The value of school supplies for high school and professional school 
atudents who receive contract scholarships, is 40 lei per year. 


6. The value of personal grooming supplies for students who receive 
contract scholarships in high echools and professional schools, and who are 
housed in dormite: ies, is / let per month. 


7. The value of uniforms and personal clothing for students in professional 
schools who receive contract scholarships, is 1000 lei for boys and 

800 lei for girls in year 1, and 350 lei for boys and 400 lei for girls in 
semester iil. 


Unitorme and personal clothing granted to students are determined within the 
amounts of the above paragraph, by ministries and other central organs which 
supervise education units, with the approval of the Ministry of Finances. 


8. Educational and contract scholarships are awarded to students who 
fall within the income ceilings stipulated by law, within the limit of the 
number allocated to each education institution, as follows: 


a) For primary and secondary education, in the following order: 


To students who have lost both parents, those who are not part of children's 
homes although they meet the conditions for being included in such homes, or 
those coming from family placement; 


To students coming from families which cannot provide an adequate education, 
and those who have suffered from TB and are entered in the records of 
medical clinics, only if they live in dormitories or are boarding with 
someone. 


b) For grades IX-X of high school, in the following order: 


To students who have lost both parents, those who are not part of children's 
homes although they meet the conditions for being included in such homes, or 
those coming from family placement; 


To students coming from families which cannot provide an adequate education, 
and those who have suffered from TB and are entered in the records of 
medical clinics, if they have graduated from their grade; 


To other students in increasing order of the income of their parents, of 
other legal guardians, or of the students’ themselves, if they have 
graduated their grade, have obtained an average of at least 7 in their 
practical activities, and a minimum average of 9 in behavior. 











b) For grades XIi-Xil of high school, in the following order: 


To etudents who have lost both their parents, those who come from childrens’ 
homes or family placement, those who come from families which cannot provide 
an adequate education, and those who have suffered from TB and are entered 
in the records of medical clinice, if they have graduated their grade, and 
have obtained a minimum average of 7 in practical activities and of 9 in 
behavior; 


To other students who are training for trades that are in demand in the work 
force, as established annually by the presidential decree determining the 
number of scholarships, in decreasing order of averages, if they have 
obtained an average of at least 7 in admission competitions, at the end of 
school quarters, or upon graduation from the preceding grade, ae well as a 
minimum average of 7 for practical activity results and a ainimum average 

of 9 in behavior. 


d) For professional education, contract scholarships are awarded to 
students in year I and to those who have successfully completed one year of 
studies. 


9. Lf an education unit does not have a cafeteria, scolarship students 

can eat meals at the cafeterias of local socialist units, with the 

education unit discounting their fees and the value of the meals, and within 
the limits scipulated in the present appendix. 


Appendix 2. Amounts and Order of Award of Scolarships and Other Forme of 
Financial Aid for Students. 


1. The amounts of scolarships for students who live in dormitories and eat 
meals in cafeterias are: 


a) Total scholarships: 


Category I: 660 lei per month, of which 485 lei for food allocation; 
50 lei for housing fees; 
25 lei for cafeteria fees; 
100 lei for personal expenses. 


Category II: 590 lei per month, of which 485 lei for food allocation; 
50 lei for housing fees; 
25 lei for cafeteria fees; 
30 lei for personal expenses. 


b) Partial scholarships: 
Category I: 560 lei per month, of which 485 lei for food allocation; 


50 lei for housing fees; 
25 lei for cafeteria fees; 
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Category Il: 480 let per month, of which 405 lei for food allocation; 
50 lei for housing fees; 
25 lei for cafeteria fees; 


For students in schools or departments which Crain specialists in mining, 
food allocation for the duration of underground ‘raining te 510 lei per 
month. 


Total or partial scholarships are differentiated on the basis of income 
ceilings stipulated by law, and category | or LI on the basis of the results 
obtained by the students in their education. 


Monthly food allocations are determined for 30 days, and are modified 
depending on the number of days in the month of the allocation payment. 


2. The amount of Republic scholarships awarded to students is 400 lei per 
month. 


3. The amount of money awarded for books and supplies to students who have 
lost both parents, or to those coming from childrens’ homes or family 
placement, is 400 lei per month. 


4. Scolarships are awarded to students if they fall within the income 
ceilings stipulated by law, and within the number allocated to the higher 
education unit, as follows: 


a) Scolarships of category | (total or partial), to students in years [I-VI 
who have obtained an average of at least 8.5 in technical, agronomic, and 
economic education, and in mathematics, physics, and chemistry, and an 
average of at least 9 in other specialties, and who have obtained a 

minimum average of 7 in practical activities; 


b) Scolarships of category II (total or partial), to students who have 
obtained a ainimum average of 7 in practical activities, and have 
achieved an average of: 


10-6.50 in admission competitions, and 8.49-6.50 in years II-VI, for 
technical, agronomic, and economic education, and in mathematics, physics, 
and chemistry; 


10-7 in admission competitions, and 8.99-7 in years LI-VI, for other 
specialties. 


5. Republic scholarships are awarded in cash, beginning with year III 

of studies and in decreasing order of averages, to students who have 
received a grade of 10 in at least one-half plus one of the subjects 
stipulated in the education plan, and a grade of 9 in the other subjects. 
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Republic acholarships are awarded by the senates of higher education 
inatitutes, on the basis of proposals from faculty councils of schools, and 
from councils of associations of communist students. 


6. For the duration of their studies, students in mining specialties of 
engineering courses receive uniforms and personal clothing amounting to no 
more than 4900 lei, as follows: one cloth overcoat, two cloth suits, two 
canvas suite, eix shirts, six paire of shoes, and two caps.

WEST GERMAN REPORT ON ARREST OF NATLONALISTS IN CROATIA 
Munich SUEDDEUTSCHE ZEITUNG in German 5 Aug 80 p 5 


|Report by correspondent Heiko Flottau: "Belgrade Proceeding Against 
‘Nationaliste'=--Since Tito's Death, Authorities Have Been Becoming Particu- 
larly Active in Croatia") 


{[Text) Belgrade, 4 August--According to reports from Zagreb, the Croatian 
writer Vlado Gotovac has been accused of spreading hostile propaganda by 
the Yugoslav authorities. While not under arrest, Gotovac, according to 
these reports, at present is not permitted to leave Zagreb--a measure 
which, if true, would be againet the law. Gotovac on several occasions 
has been accused of “nationaliem" by the authorities and politicians. 


In 1970 and 1971, when it came to “nationalist” confrontations in Croatia 
and Serbia, Gotovac was one of the protagonists in Zagreb. He spent 
several years in jail for participating in these activities. After being 
released, he was prohibited from publishing anything and was refused a 
passport. What the current charge is based on is not known exactly. 
Presumably, what is back of the charge of “hostile propaganda” is the 
displeasure of the Yugoslav security authorities at Gotovac's constantly 
recurring contacts with Western correspondents. 


The length to which the Yugoslav authorities go, particularly after Tito's 
death, to prosecute any kind of activity they consider nationalistic is 
also demonstrated by some other cases. In Slavonia, a part of Croatia, a 
priest reportedly was sentenced to 5 years in prison for having written 

in to the Croatian Catholic paper GLAS CONCILA reporting infringements 
against priests and church institutions--break-ins into churches but also 
physical attacks against a priest without the state prosecuting authorities 
paying any attention to the offenses. 


Two Franciscans Sentenced 
Evidently a couple of Franciscan monks have also come to feel the severity 


of the authorities. Late in May, likewise in Croatia, a 21-year-old and 
a 20-year-old Franciscan reportedly were sentenced to imprisonment--one of 
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them to 5 years because of a poem evidently written by him dealing with 

the oppression of the Croatian people and because of a couple of newspaper 
articles having to do with the late Cardinal Stepinac, accused by the 
communists of collaboration with the fascists, The other Franciscan 
reportedly was sentenced to 5 1/2 years for carrying the poem by his fellow 
friar on hie person and for being in the possession of a Croatian flag 
without the red star symbolizing communism, 


Finally, Drogutin Trumbetasch, who is also known in the FRG, has been under 
arrest in Zagreb ‘or several weeks, While working as a foreign worker in 
the FRG, Trumbetasch was a typesetter at FRANKFURTER RUNDSCHAU, In his 

free time he had made drawings about the fate and living conditions of 
workers working abroad. The drawings had been shown in various exhibitions. 
DF [Second German Television program) had done a film about him. On his 
return to Zagreb, Trumbetasch was arrested for allegedly having brought 
with him from Germany propaganda literature by Croatian exiles. He faces 

a possible prison sentence. 
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
